The first movement towards the re- 
peal of the iccentlv adopted ordi- 
nance lonuiring motor owners either 
to have insurance against accident or 
to put up bond was made at the 
meeting. 
Councilman 
Geoghegan 


brought up the subject at the close 
of tho session, saying that he had 
recentlv encounteied a great deal of 
criticism of the council 
He felt that 
the council had made a mistake and 
that in order to allow time to think 
the matter over suggested that his 
formal motion providing for repeal 
be referied to the finance commit- 
tee 
Some of Mr. Geoghegan's ob- 


jections are that the ordinance does 
not fulfill -what it set out to do. There 
is no protection for city car owners 
against those who live at Schoolflela, 
he said, and in the country and there 
are certain flawc in the text of the 
ordinance which Mr. Goghegan be- 
lieves -would result in many people 
invalidating their insurance.

He would 
like to put them in jail but he -would 
never think of stopping inflation.

absolute.

ing hair, unflinchingly truthful eyes 
and slim figure." 
It Is in these words that a little 
green pamphlet, printed at Karachi, 
India, starts the story of the man 
whose name is still on millions of In- 
dian lips. 
, 
, 
There also lies before hie a Hindu 
paper—printed in English in London 
—which says things that the strict 
laws of India would not allow this 
same editor to say if he were issuing 
his newspaper in hi snative land. On 
his first page he "prints a picture of 
Gandhi, with this Inscription: 
"Gandhi of Yaravada Jail, sentenc- 


ed to six years by a government rep- 
resenting Satan, for the crime o£ 
preaching what Jesus of Nazareth 
preached—non-violent, non-co-opera- 
tion with evil." 
India Reveres Gandhi. 


These two typical examples will il- 
lustrate the love and the reverence 
this 
little 
gentle-spoken, western- 
educated lawyer has inspired in tens 
of millions of his fellow countrymen- 
He is at once their leader, their mar- 
tyr and their saint. But so depen- 
dent are they upon personal leader- 
ship that the British government per- 
formed a master stroke when it im- 
prisoned him. 
Gandhi Is a Hindu, though not of 
the highest caste. His father was a 
minor official and .the son was given 
all the educational advantages India 
could offer. 
* 
Gandhi then«came to London, com- 
pleted his studies and was admitted 
to the bar. 
It -was mere chance that threw 
him against British rule. Called by 
legal business to South Africa, he saw 
how bis fellow countrymen were 
treated there and entered the light 
to grant them citizenship in the Brit- 
ish empire. 
He suspended his agitation when 
the Boer war broke out, doing all he 
could to aid the British, thinking a 
grateful,, government would reward 
his- countrymen. 
But it didn't—and 
Ganhdl returned to South Africa to 
renew the flght. 
Gandhi led strikes and he agitat- 
ed, landing In Jail. When, the great 
war broke.out, he once more helped 
Brit oln by securing recruits for the 
big Indian army.' 
Once, more he was disappointed 
when the government failed to do 
more for the Indian people. 
Tight Starts. 
But the climax came when the gov- 
ernment 
passed the Rowlatt acts. 
These continued in peace times re- 
pressive measures designed for war- 
time defense of the realm. 
During his studious years, Gandni 
had been much. Influenced by the 
Sermon on the Mount and by the 
teachings 
of 
Tolstoi. 
Therefore, 
though 
opposed - to 
government 
measures, he -nreached the ooctrine 
of non-violence. 
The masses were 
passively to resist the laws and the 
rules- 
Through him certain words became 
battle cries for all India: 
Swaraj—home rule for India- 
Satyagraha—passive resbistance to 
oppressive laws, while carefully re- 
fraining from violence to life or prop- 
crtySwadeshi- -native boycott of foreign 
and particularly British goods. 
Hartal—demonstrative closing o 
shops and suspension of all business 
•Unfortunately the ignorant masses

Arrests Come. 
The All brothers were arrested, 
convicted and sentenced to imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 
At last on 
March 10, 1922, Gandhi was arrest- 
ed on a sedition charge. In his final 
trial he frankly told the court that 
to preach disaffection to the present 
government had become (a passion 
with him. He said he realized that 
various excesses at Bombay, Madras 
and Chauri-Chaura were due to his 
teachings,'although he preached non- 
violence. Said he: 
"I should have known the conse^ 
quences of every one of my acts. I 
knew them. 1 "knew I was playing 
with fire. I ran the risk and if I 
wera set free, I would still do the 
same. 
I wanted to avoid violence. 


Non-violeace is the first article of my 
faith.- 7c is also the last article of 
my creed. But I had to make my 
choice." 
He was given six years' simple Im- 
prisonment, the English judge sayins 
he did not overlook the^fact that in 
the eyes of millions of his country- 
men G andhi was a great patriot and 
a great leader. 
Although the nori- 
co-operative movement is said to be 
waning, Gandhi himself is far from 
forgotten. On the anniversary of his 
imprisonment, the entrance 10 the 
jail was smothered with flowers 
brought by deputations from all over 
India.
